BOOK TRADE IN KASAN, 


The District of Kasan in Russia lies on the Volga, embracing an area 
of nearly twenty-five thousand square miles, and contains a mixed po- 

4 pulation of Russians and Turks members of the Greek Church and 
.Mahommedans. The book-trade in this district is at present quite im- 
portant. An extract from a letter of a German professor, located in the 
sity of Kasan, says:— 

i “You have good reason to complain that it is so difficult in Europe 
to obtain certain books from Kasan. In a literary point of view their 
value is but limited. They are mostly sold in Centra) Asia, at Sunpala- 
tinsk, Ovenburg, and at the fair of Nischnei-Novgorod. The buyers are 
orientalists as well as orientals, who barter their literary purchases for 
other more practical goods. Once when I published a book I also sold 
it for a horse, a shaw], and a morning-gown. 

“Tlminski, of the Theological academy of the city of Kasan, is pro- 
gressing bravely with his new work, ‘ Baber Nameli,’ in the ‘ Dehaga- 
tai’ language, and hopes to have it ready by the end of the present 
year ; as soon as he has sold sufficient copies to pay the expenses of pub- 
lishing, he intends to begin a barter, and to exchange his book for 
Kirghese horses, sheep, etc. Such is the state of the book-trade here. 
This book is published in English by Messrs. Leyden & Erskine, under 
the title of ‘Memoirs of Lehir-Eddin, Mahommed Baber, Emperor of 
Hindostan, written by himself.’”

PARTING HAWSERS AMONG THE ICE BERGS. 
From Dr. Kanes’ “ Arctic Explorations.” 


It blew a perfect hurricane. We had seen it coming, and were 
ready with three good hawsers out ahead, and all things snug on board. 

Still it came on heavier and heavier, and the ice began to drive more 
wildly than I thought I had ever seen it. I had just turned in to warm 
and dry myself during the momentary lull, and was stretching myself 
out in my bunk, when I heard the sharp twanging snap of acord, Our 
six-inch hawser had parted, and we were swinging by the two others; 
the gale roaring like a lion to the southward, 

Half a minute more, and “twang, twang!” came a second report. I 
knew it was the whale line by the shrillness of the ring. Our noble ten- 
inch manilla still held on. I was hurrying my last sock into its sealskin 
boot, when McGary came waddling down the companion-ladders :— 
“ Captain Kane, she won’t hold much longer ; it’s blowing the devil him- 
self, and I am afraid to surge.” 

The manilla cable was proving its excellence when I reached the 
deck; and the crew, as they gathered round me, were loud in its praises. 
We could hear its deep Eolian chant, swelling through all the rattle of 
the running-gear and moaning of the shrouds. Jt was the death song / 
The strands gave way with the noise of a shotted gun; and, in the 
smoke that followed their recoil, we were dragged out by the wild ice, 
at its mercy. 

We steadied and did some pretty warping, and got the brig a good 
bed in the rushing drift; but it all came to nothing. We then tried to 
beat back through the narrow ice-clogged water way, that was driving, 
a quarter of a mile wide, between the shore and the pack. It cost ng 
two hours of hard labor, 1 thought skilfully bestowed; but at the end of 
that time, we were at least four miles off, opposite the great valley in 
the centre of Bedevilled Reach. Ahead of us, farther to the north, we 
could see the strait growing still narrower, and the heavy ice tables 
grinding up, and clogging it between tlié’shore cliffs on one side and the 
ledge on the other. There was but one thing left for us;—to keep im 
some sort the command of the helm by going freely where we must 
otherwise be driven. We allowed her to scud under a reefed foretop- 
sail; all hands watching the enemy, as we closed, in silence. 

At seven in the morning, we were close upon the piling masses. We 
dropped our heaviest anchor with the desperate hope of winding the brig ; 
but there was no withstanding the ice torrent that followed us, We had 
only time to fasten a spar as a buoy to the chain, and let her slip. So 

















went our best bower! 
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Down we went upon the gale again, hopelessly scraping along a lee 
of ice seldom less than thirty feet thick; one floe, measured by a line as 
we tried to fasten to it, more than forty. I had seen such ice only once 

and never in such rapid motion. One upturned mass rose above 
our gunwale, smashing in our bulwarks, and depositing half a ton of ice 
in a lump upon our decks. Our staunch little brig bore herself through 
all this St aiventare, as if she had a charmed life. 

But a new enemy came in sight ahead. Directly in our way, just 
beyond the line of floe-ice, against which we were alternately sliding and 
thumping, was a group of bergs. We had no power to avoid them ; and 
the only question was, whether we were to be dashed in pieces against 
them, or whether they might not offer us some providential nook of 

from the storm. But as we neared them, we perceived that they 





were at some distance from the floe-edge, and separated from it by an 
interval of open water. Our hopes rose, as the gale drove us toward 
the passage, and into it; and we were ready to exult, when from some 
unexplained cause, probably an eddy of the wind against the lofty-ice~ 
walls, we lost our head-way. Almost at the same moment, we saw that 
the bergs were not at rest: that with a momentum of their own, thesy 
were bearing down upon the other ice, and that it must be our fate to be: 
crushed between the two. \ 
Just then a broad sconce-piece of low water-washed berg came \ 
driving from the southward. The thought flashed upon me of one of 
our escapes in Melville Bay, and as the sconce moved rapidly close along- 
side us, MeGary managed to plant an anchor on its slope, and to hold on 
to it by a whale-line. It was an anxious moment. Our noble tow- 
horse, whiter than the pale horse that seemed to be pursuing us, hauled 
us bravely on; the spray dashing over his windward flanks, and his fore- 
head ploughing up the lesser ice as ifin scorn. The bergs encroached 
upon us as we advanced : our channel narrowed to a width of about forty 
feet : we braced the yards to keep clear of the impending ice-walls. 
We passed clear; but it was a close shave, so close that our port 
uarter-buat would have been crushed if we had not taken it from the 
vits and found ourselves under the lee of a berg, in a comparatively 
open lead. Never did heart-tried men acknowledge, with more gratitude, 
their merciful deliverance from a wretched death.

TRAVELLING IN 1799. 


From “ The Autobiography of Rev. John Johnston.” 


In the latter part of October, 1799, before day-light, I left my mother’s 
house, about twenty miles west of Newburgh, and I did not reach 
Princeton until the next Saturday week, progressing as fast as the public 
conveyances would carry us. The easiest and most expeditious way 
was on board of a sloop, and two days and two nights in reaching New 
York was considered a good passage ; and four or five days, and even 
more, as in my case, was not uncommon. From New York to Princeton 
the journey by stage was equally tedious. 

n the fall of 1807 the first steamboat came up the river—the wheels 
unprotected, and exposed to public view. A form on cross beams, like 
that of a saw-mill, moving up and down, and the boat creeping along at 
the rate of three or four miles an hour. A real curiosity! the wonder 
of the se ee People would come twenty or thirty miles, to see the 
boat on the day she was to make her trip. Then came an improved 

such as would accommodate passengers, but it was a very different 
thing from the floating palaces in which we may now go at the rate of 
fifteen or twenty miles an hour, with lodging and fare equal to the best 
city hotels. There was no landing at the dock;-the boat lay in the 
river, and we had to be rowed out in asmall boat. I have been drag- 
ged in one of these row-boats until we were opposite New Windsor, in 
a dark night, before I ascended the steamer, and then could find no con- 
venient place to sit, or stand, or lie; perhaps it was raining; nothing to 
eat, and I was glad to be left otf at New York, after paying three and a 
half dollars fur the passage. Railroads now extend in all directions. 
And on the east side of the Hudson you may go under mountains, 
through water, along the crooked margin of the river, with a rapidity 
outstripping the speed of the racehorse, moved by the old black horse 
that never tires. A trip to Princeton may now be made in half the 
number of hours that I was days on the way in my first visit, at less 
than half the expense ! 

At the close of my first college term, in company with three other 
students, I hastened to the public-house to wait the arrival of the mail 
stage for New York. When it arrived, there were in it four sailors, 
just landed from a distant.voyage. The rule was that not more than six 
oe oben have a seat within the stage unless with the consent of 
those y in. Twe of the students immediately rushed into the stage. 
I was one of two without a seat. We begged to be admitted; the 
driver said “no!” except with the unanimous consent of those occupy 

the seats. At last Jack cried out to me, “come in, my hammock 

hold us both.” The other student took a seat with the coachman 
on the box, and we were soon on our way. The roads were in a sad

state. The stage was often so sunk in the mud, that four horses eg 
not extricate it, and we were under the necessity, as Jack said, of i 
“on shore.” ‘ The craft had grounded.” It appeared to me that ps 
sea term used by every sailor throughout the length and breadth of the 
land and ocean was in constant use. One of the sailors lost his hat oper. 
board, and when we came to Newark, he landed, and pounded at the 
door of a hatter, until he was supplied. 

On another occasion, returning home, we took sloop at New Bruns. 
wick, and when we reached Amboy, the tide and wind were against 
and it was proposed to have a supper of oysters. And although J had 
often tried, I had heretofore failed to eat oysters ; but as my companions 
were going to have an oyster supper, I concluded to go with them, | 
ordered what I thought to be sufficient for myself to be shucked | 
fried. These were brought forward first, and in a minute or two the 
were all gone. Then came the roasted; and as I saw my shipmate 
eating heartily, I thought it was too bad to pay fifty cents for a single 
cup of coffee: “I'll try and eat two or three little ones.” I did go. 
and I continued until I had as large a pile of shells as any one at the 
table. Thus commenced my fondness for oysters, and it has continued to 
the present time.

ANECDOTE OF WORDSWORTH. 


From Edwin Paxton Hood's Biography of Wordsworth, 


A visit to Mr. Coleridge at Stowey in the year 1797 had been the means 
of my introduction to Mr. Wordsworth. Soon after our acquaintancs 
had commenced, Mr. Wordsworth happened to be in Bristol, and asked 
me to spend a day or two with him at Allfoxden. I consented and 
drove him down inagig. We called for Mr. Coleridge, Miss Wordswo 
and the servant, at Stowey, and they walked while we rode to Mr, 
Wordsworth’s house, distant two or three miles, where we purposed to 
dine. A London alderman would smile at our bill of fare. It consisted 
of philosopher's viands, namely ; a bottle of brandy, a noble loaf, and 
stout piece of cheese; and, as there was plenty of lettuces in the garden, 
with all these comforts we calculated on doing very well. Our fond 
hopes, however, were somewhat damped by finding that our stout piece 
of cheese had vanished. A sturdy rat of a beggar, whom we had re- 
lieved on the road, with his olfactories all alive, no doubt smel¢ our cheese, 
and, while we were gazing at the magnificent clouds, contrived to abstract 
our treasure. Cruel tramp? an ill return for our pence. We both 
wished the rind might not choke him. The mournfé! fact was aseer- 
tained a little before we drove into the courtyard of the house, Mr, 
Coleridge bore the loss with great fortitude, observing that he should 
never starve with a loaf of bread and a bottle of brandy. He now, with 
the dexterity of an adept admired by his friends around, unbuckled the 
horse, and putting the shafts down with a jerk, as a triumphant conela- 
sion of his work, lo! the bottle of brandy that had been placed most 
carefully behind us on the seat, from the inevitable law of gravity sad- 
denly rolled down, and before we could arrest the spirituous avalanche, 
pitching right on the stones, was dashed to pieces! We all beheld the 
spectacle, silent and petritied. We might have collected the broken 
fragments of glass; but the brandy, that was gone! clean gone! One 
little untoward thing often follows another, and while the rest stood 
musing, chained to the place, regaling themselves with the cogniac effla- 
vium, and all miserably cliagrined, I led the horse to the stable, wheres 
fresh perplexity arose. I removed the harness withont difficulty, but 
after many strenuous attempts I could not get off the collar. Ind 
I called for assistance, when aid soon drew near. Mr. Wordsworth 
brought his ingenuity into exercise, but, after several unsuccessful efforts, 
relinquished the achievement as altogether impracticable. Mr. Coleridge 
now tried his hand, but showed no more grooming skill than his predeces- 
sors; for, after twisting the poor horse’s neck almost to strangulation, 
and tothe great danger of his eyes, he gave up the useless task, pro 
nouncing that the horse’s head must have grown—gout or dropsy!—

sibility for such a huge os frontis to pass through so narrow a collar. 

Just at this moment the servant girl came near, and understanding the 
cause of our consternation, “ La, master,” said she, “ you do not go about 
the work in the right way; you should do like this,” when, turning the 
collar completely upside down, she slipped it off in a moment, to our 
great humiliation and wonderment; each satisfied afresh, that there 
were heights and depths of knowledge in the world to which he had not 
attained. We were now summoned to dinner, and a dinner it was 

as every blind and starving man in the empire would have rejoiced to 
behold. At the top of the table stood a superb brown loaf: the centre 
dish presented a pile of true Cos lettuces, and at the bottom appeared ap 
empty plate, where the stout piece of cheese ought to have stood! 
cruel mendicant !—and, though the brandy was clean gone, yet pod 
was as well, if not better, supplied by a superabundance of fine sp ing 
Castalian champagne. A happy thought started at this time into one 
our minds, that some sauce would render the lettuces a little morea 
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Ss 
ceptable, when an individual in the company recollected a question pro- 
ended by the most patient of men, “ How can that which is unsavory 
Pies without salt?” and asked for a little of that valuable culinary 
article. “Indeed, sir,” said Betty, “I quite forgot to buy salt.” A gen- 
eral laugh followed the announcement, in which our host heartily joined. 
This was nothing; we had plenty of other good things, and, while 
crunching our succulents, and munching our crusts, we pitied the far 
worse condition of those, perchance as hungry as ourselves, who were 
forced to dine alone off either. For our next meal the mile-off village 
furnished all that could be desired ; and these tritling incidents present 
the sum and the result of half the little passing disasters of life. 








TRAVELLING IN KANSAS. 
From “ Kansas ; its Interior and Exterior Life.” 


We leave for Lawrence this morning. I have just been into the 
woods, after some rose and gooseberry bushes, not knowing whether I 
can get them near Lawrence. The horse is lame, having stood where 
the wind blew on him daring the night. At about nine o’clock our bug- 
gy was packed, and we also packed into it, and a carriage never held 
more or greater variety. There was one valise, three carpet-bags, bas- 
kets of crockery, umbrellas, cloaks, bundles, stone ee and a small 
basket of crackers and gingernuts. And in the midst of all this “ plun- 
der,” as the western people say, three of us were seated, two ladies in 
front, and the doctor behind. But after being thus packed, with geo- 
metrical precision, that no square inch of space should be lost, we at- 
tempted to start. The’ horse proved in such condition that we proposed 
walking, and giving him a ride. However, after a mile or two of snail- 
like progress, my husband walking, and raising the horse’s spirit by the 
cheerful tones of his voice, we began again to cherish hopes of reaching 
Lawrence, which we had been brought to the point of relinquishing al- 

ther. 

“ere passed the Quaker Mission a little distant from the road, and the 
h-trees all about it gave it a cheerful look. Our road lies over the 
igh and rolling prairie, and never was fairer picture hung out between 
earth and heaven to feast the eyes of nature’s lovers. The sky was 
cloudless and blue as ocean. The air was fragrant with the perfume of 
apple, plum and grape blossoms, which grew in clumps by the wayside, 
wherever we passed through small groves. Emerging from these, some 
new phase of scenery would cause new expressions of delight. Some- 
times we would seem to be on the very height of the land, prairies 
stretching in all directions, noble forests marking the line of the rivers 
and creeks, while the mounds far away in the distance formed a com- 
plete amphitheatre. 

At another time we would be passing rapidly into what seemed to 
be the cultivated grounds of some private mansion, over a smooth lawn, 
where the tall oaks and walnuts were grouped in admirable arrange 
ment, and with such artistic beanty, in many places, that it was difficult 
to realize that art had done nothing here, but nature all. At one or two 
ps we passed Jedges, where, upon the highest points, the stones were 

id up in walls as regularly as if laid by stone-imasons. There were deep 
ravines also, to be crossed, which test the strength of one’s nerves some- 
what. These are skirted with graceful trees, while the water in their 
pebbly beds is limpid and clear. Just beyond one of these, with the 
green branches interwoven above us to shut out the sunbeams, we rested, 
and dined as best we might on crackers and apples, which an acquaint- 
ance gave us, who was baiting his horse at the same spot, while ours 
nibbled his grass with a most satisfied look at the base of a tree. A 
large emigrant wagon was broken down near us, and their exertions to 
right matters for the rest of the journey, as well as their gypsy-like ap- 
pearance in camp, added not a little to the interest of the half-hour. 
The friend we had overtaken would be our co-traveller the rest of the 
way. Qur afternoon’s ride was similar to that of the morning with the 
exception of more company. 

he stage, filled with young ‘ten, settlers just arrived, overtook us 
in the afternoon, and was sometimes ahead of us, and sometimes in the 
rear, and the loud tones of the cheerful horn, frequently blown, awak- 
ened the musical echoes from prairie and dell. The prairie seemed 
higher, and for many miles at some points our vision was uninterrupted. 

A few isolated Indian huts were passed occasionally, and a grave of an 
Indian warrior, with the skull of his horse and dog still lying upon it. 
These were to accompany him in the huntin grounds of the Great 
Spirit. We reached the Wakarusa as the golden sunlight was fading, 
fast fading, (for we have no twilight here, no mountains behind which 
the sun sinks,) still shedding its lingering beams upon earth and sky. We 
¢ our descent into the river’s bed rapidly, for the bank is steep, and 

om a clear, gushing spring in the shadow of the trees overhanging the 
quenched our thirst. A heavily-loaded wagon having reached the 


top of the opposite bank, and the horses proving refractory, lias slid 
It was no pleasant sight to us. 


backwards into the river. llowever we 


reached the top safely; and there were still six miles between us and 
our destination, our new home in fair Kansas We drove on as swiftl 

as stumpsin every direction in the wood would allow; the trees, which 
stood most nearly in the road, being cut down, leaving a foot or more of 
the base, which required a good deal ot expertness to avoid. After I 
had come so near running over a tree, that the gallant steed bearing us 
had reason to discover which was the harder of the two, his head or the 
tree, the doctor took the ribbons, and guided us onward through the 
gathering shadows. We saw the lights from the dwellings in Franklin, 
as we passed. Another hour, and we were home; yes, home, after a 
journey of near two thousand miles, and five weeks among strangers, 
sometimes pinched with cold, and sometimes suffocated with heat, 
crowded into dusty cars, and jostled at every turn; tired, sick children, 
and worn out, impatient mothers everywhere. Give us fresh, pure air, 
cold water plenty, a shelter from the sun and rain, and we will call ‘it 








home, and soon gather around us home comforts and home joys oom 
to verify the truth, that the purest joys left of Eden are found under 
home roof. 








Witerary Intelligence. 


Rev. J. H. D’Avsiene.—The Lecture Committee of the Boston Young 
Men’s Christian Association have applied to Professor J. H. Merle D’Aubigne, 
of Geneva, to lecture before their Association. An offer of $1000 was made 
to defray his expenses and passages across the Atlantic, for a course of lec- 
tures, (six to twelve in number at his option) upon the “ Reformation.” This 
invitation was accompanied by a letter from eight clergymen of different de- 
nominations of Boston.—The following is his answer. 


Montreux, Swirzertanp, August 16, 1856. 


Dear Bretnren tn THE Lorp:—I have received ‘your letters of July last, 
containing an invitation to me to visit America to deliver a course of lectures 
upon the Reformation. 

I feel very warmly the honor of that invitation, and of some others of the 
same kind. I am happy to understand that the history of our blessed Refor- 
mation is so extensively known in your country, and I beg you to accept the 
expression of my Christian gratitude. But my desire to see America, her 
people, her churches, has always met with great and numerous difficulties, 

It is true that some of my European friends have insisted, (ever since I 
have received your letters) on the suitableness of a journey to America, 
“ Your work,” they say, “had, in no country, so great success as in Amer- 
ica ; its influence on the different denominations, on the general church, on 
the social strength and prosperity of the United States, has been ; and, 
nevertheless, the profit of that work for you has been far less in America 
than in any other country. The copyright of a work so popular, so dissemi- 
nated, would be in France, at least, $10,000 a volume,—namely, $50,000 for 
the five volumes, and you have received little, or nothing. e American 
law protects only the American authors, but, (contradictory to the precept 
of the per artic, fae the strangers; in going to America you may obtain the 
right of citizenship which has been givento youin Edinburgh, or make some 
other arrangements, useful to you.” 

Such has been the advice of some of my best friends. It is true that, ac- 
cording to the custom and the law of the Continent, [have made by the 
blessing of God, to the American reading people, a gift, perhaps, of some 
worth, but I am proud to have amongst my debtors, (spiritually, and even 
temporally,) such a great, rich and generous nation, It is true that, just at 
this moment, the General Government is about (for the embellishment of the 
country) to expel me from the house, the villa where I was born, if I do not 

ay a large sum which I have not (nearly $20,000); but I may rather com- 
fort myself with the hope that we have a permanent house in heaven, 

There are, at every time, difficulties in the way of my leaving the Coll 
of Divinity, where I am Professor and President; but it is far more difficult 
this year, when my colleague, Dr. Gaupen, is suffering from a severe acci- 
dent, and is obliged to interrupt his lectures. 

I have still some distant hope that God may open to me, another year, 
the way to America; but if I am not able to see your country, I shall com- 
fort myself with the humble assurance of having, by the grace of God, from 
the city of Calvin, done some good to your Christian nation.

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Bretiomanta—Corwin's Lrsrary.—Few of our readers are problably aware 
of the extent of this disease among us. Much as we object to madness in any 
form, in this instance a “ fellow-feeling makes us wondrous kind.” The forms 
which it assumes are as various as can be well imagined. Books which to the 
common eye would appear te have no real value, are to them as precious as 
the Kohinoor diamond, and as carefully preserved from vulgartouch. Man 
Bibliomanians have devoted themselves to completing collections of —e 4 
works as may relate to the early history of their country ; others to biogra- 
phy, theology, ete. 

Bibles have been for .years the hobby of many a book-buyer, and he who 

that rarest of editions, the Mazarin Bible, is looked upon with envy 
by his brother collectors; many fancy the Breeches Bible, to which the sub- 
stitution of one word alone gives a value not possessed by common every-day 
Bibles. Tyndale and Cranmer’s editions of the Scripture are eagerly sought 
for. Music, the drama, political tracts, numismatics, all have their devoted 


wers. 

A book-collector, like the lawyer, finds it necessary to have his working 
lib . This is composed of bibliographical works and catalogues, furnish 
fog tdbiemnation and facts relative to the different editions, the number off 
copies printed, inting out the true from the spurious, and enabling the, 
student to pure with judgment ; for in books, as in paintings there are 
many impositions practised. Books being printed, paper stained in imitation 
of ola and rare editions, with the aid of Lowndes, Watts, Brunet, De Bure 
and Rich, the counterfeit is nailed to the counter. Owing to the increase of 
book-buyers, these guides have become extremely rare, and at this time bear 
almost fabulous — A clean copy of Lowndes, uncut, 4 vols., Svo., will 
readily command fifty dollars, and others in proportion. 

The book-mania in America has increased with marve'lous rapidity, and 
at present it has its votaries in all parts of the Union. Our attention has 
been more particularly called to th#s subject by an examination of the cat- 
alogue of the library of the late E. B. Corwin, which is to be disposed of at 
auction next month by Messrs. Bangs, Brother & Co., comprising the most 
peculiar, if not the most valuable collection ever sold in this country. The 
catalogue, a large octavo of 263 pages, handsomely printed, contains over 
5,000 separate lots, and it is estimated that the sale will oceupy two weeks. 
Mr. Corwin is well known to many of our readers as a regular attendant at 
all book sales from the days of Royal Gurley to the present time. We shall 
never forget the air of interest with which he would take his accustomed 
seat, seldom changed, and selecting his well sharpened Faber’s pencil, would 
commence operations in his interleaved catalogue, and jot down not only the 

rice but the name of every purchaser. Not content with the various noms 
guerre of Smith, Jones & Robinson, he would ferret out the actual buyer to 
insure the accuracy of his record. He was most thoroughly posted in rela- 
tion to the destination of all rare books, and was considered the best authority 
as to their market value. His genial manners and fund of anecdote won for 
him hosts of friends, and the position he selected in the sales-room was always 
a rendezvous for brother Bibliopoles. 

Mr. Corwin’s library evinces a taste for several specialities, some of which 
are deserving of notice. His collection of almanacks is uneqalled in this coun- 

if not in the world, comprising complete sets of Poor Richard’s and 

omas’s Farmer's almanacks. He paid great attention to the subject of 
writing, ing a library of books on calligraphy and penmanship that is 
without an equal, including specimens as early as 1540 to the present time. 
This collection should be preserved entire for some public institution. In 
bibliography the fine uncut _— of Dibdin, Lowndes, Rich, Brunet and White 
Kernett are sure to command attention. The colonial history of New Eng- 
land comprises Mather’s Magnalia, Backus’s Baptist, many rare political 
tracts, quaint old poems, ete. 

In Mr. Corwin's library may also be seen the most complete copy (with 
one exception) of Tyndale’s Pentateuch. Only one perfect copy is known to 
exist, it being in the library of the Right Hon. Thomas Grenville. Mr. Cor- 
win’s collection of engravings is peculiarly choice. From his regular system 
of always purchasing the best copy, and in most instances proof impressions, 
he succeeded in obtaining a very complete collection from the burins of 
American artists, as well as fine specimens of Bartolozzi and other Italian

When he does not wear the 
medal, or after he has ceased to hold it, he is to be at. liberty to wear a 
riband at the button-hole; and his name as a gold-medalist is to be publicly 
recorded wherever the President (as aforesaid) may please.” The intention 
being that such former, or actual holders, receive thereby, for life, some ae- 
knowledged honor and precedence among their fellow-citizens. “Seei 
that the medal is to descend, the actual holder is to be reasonably reg 
ble for its safe custody and proper usage, in its-ease and with its appen 
“ Copies of the medal, in other metals than gold, may be procured and kept 
by former holders; but in no case may be worn: And the gold, as well ss 
the privilege of wearing it, is to be unique.” “To avoid the possible case of 
an unworthy award, if there be no worthy candidate, the medal is to bein 
abeyance, under the President’s custody.” The subjeet now presented for 
competition is “ The Future of Africa.” The decision is to be made on the 
first Thursday of January, 1857. All competitors must be Liberian citizens, 
whether male or female, and good moral characters.— Christian Mirror.

ron oF ‘ Hamuer’ rx 1603.—The following communication appears 
in ow, baa Atheneum, October 4th. 
In reference to the recently-discovered copy of Shakspeare’s ‘ Hamlet,’ 
bearing date in 1603, about which 80 much has been said in the newspapers, 
nd for which the sum of 120/. has, it is stated, been given, your readers may 
fike to be informed that, not long after I published my edition of Shakspeare 
in 1943 and 1844, a large portion of a copy of the ‘ Hamlet’ of 1603 was put 
into my hands. It had formed the fly-leaves and lining of the binding of an 
nid book, was considerably damaged, and was offered to me at a compara- 
tively low price. I did not buy it, as I had at that date finished my book, 
and did not then contemplate, what I am now daily engaged in preparing, a 
new impression of my eight volumes octav». Even for a new impression, it 
would have been, in @ manner, valueless to me, because, by the great kind- 
ness of his Grace, I had had in my possession for many months the Duke of 
Devonshire’s copy, wanting only the last leaf, and had collated it most ex- 
actly with the extremely accurate reprint (the most accurate I ever so ex- 
amined) made by Messrs. Payne & Foss in 1825, just before the original was 
ced among “the Kemble Plays,” in Piccadilly. In the whole of the sixty- 
two pages (without the title, the back of which is blank)I only detected the 
variation of two unimportant letters and one stop. ; 
As to the value of the original, and the sum the Duke of Devonshire paid 
for it, | may mention that the ‘ Hawlet’ was in a volume consisting of six or 
seven old dramas (all rare,—R. Greene’s ‘ Alphonsus,’ 1599, being one of the 
commonest among them), and that His Grace gave only 100/., or 100 guineas 
—I forget which—for the whole of them. For the fragment of the ‘ Hamlet,’ 
1603, already mentioned, I was never asked more than 10/.,—and my belief 
is, that it was ultimately sold to an American bookseller for less. 
What became of it afterwards, I do not know; but it contained, among 
others, sheet G, which presents, perhaps, the most noticeable point belonging 
tothe entire drama. In the famous closet-scene (Act iii. se. 4,) the hero ex- 
claims, “My father, in his habit as he lived!” just before the exit of the 
Ghost ; and hence it has been inferred that the Ghost was not then in ar- 
mor, as when he appeared on the platform early in the tragedy. This opin- 
jon is fully confirmed by a stage-direction only found in the ‘Hamlet,’ 1603, 
ign. G 2. b),—Znter the ghost in his night-gowne. The note in my correct- 
ed folio, 1632, is—“ Enter Ghost wnarmed,”—the old annotator having pre- 
viously twice stated that the Ghost was armed, when it was seen by Horatio 
and by Hamlet in Acti. I have, in my edition of Shakspeare in 1843 and 
1844, gone particularly into the variations between the quartos of 1603 and 
1604, and I there gave it as my opinion that the former was made up chiefly 
from short-hand notes taken in the theatre, in order that a printed copy of 
so popular a performance might be ge mae for sale with the least possible 
delay. That this practice was much more common than has been hitherto 
supposed is my deliberate opinion; but, as in my notes twelve years ago I 
aid not go at all fully into this point, I may be excused for just touching upon 
it here, in anticipation of what I shall have to say upon the subject in my 
forthcoming re-impression. As I have written short-hand all my life, and 
well know the principles upon which every system of the kind is, and has 
been, founded, 1 may be excused for speaking with some positiveness on the 
subject. I will adduce, at present, only one instance, and your readers may, 
- soa take my word for it, that proofs of the same fact might easily be 
multiplied. This instance occurs in Scene ii. of Act i., where Horatio has 
told Hamlet of what they had seen on the platform, adding,— 


As I do live, my honoured lord, ’tis true ; 
And we did think it writ down in our duty, 
To let you know it. 


This is, of course, as the passage stands in the authentic editions, as far as 
any of them can properly be called authentic, but in the ‘Hamlet’ of 1603 
the speech stands thus:— 


As I do live, my honord lord, ’tis true 
And wee did think it right done 
In our dutie to let you know it. 


___ Now, here all is exact, as far as words are concerned excepting two, which, 
it happens, would be so spelt, in short-hand, that they might be read either 
“writ down” or right done ; and it is singular that either makes excellent 
sense, and exactly the sense required, only one is a figurative expression, and 
the other a mere prosaic statement. In short-hand, vowels, as is well 
known, are usually rejected, and as few consonants as possible employed, for 
the sake of brevity and rapidity: in the short-hand I was taught in my boy- 
hood, the letters used for “ writ down.” would only be rt dn, and those very 
letters might be read either “ writ down,” or right done. The actor of the 
- of Horatio doubtless said “ writ down ;” but the short-hand writer, next 

y perhaps, finding r¢ dx in his notes, and forgetting the words they were 


~ meant truly to represent, copied out, in his transcript, the words he imagined 


were those of the poet, viz., right done instead of “ writ down.” Having no 
ear for verse, or in the haste of mechanical copying, having no time to at- 
tend to it, he carried the three words, “in our dutie,” to the next line, to 
which they did not belong. Had ‘Hamlet,’ unfortunately, only come down 
to us in the mangled and mutilated form of the quarto, 1603, recollecting the 
sense the words right done make in the text, he must have been a bold 
emendator who would have ventured to recommend “writ down” in their 
stead. An outery would instantly have been raised against him, and he 
would have been told that the man who wished to substitute “ writ down” 
for right done could know nothing about the language of Shakspeare or his 
contemporaries. Such is the usual observation of those who have nothing 
to say, and who, relying upon ears accustomed to particular words, 

efead even the most ridiculous corruptions. 








While upon this topic, I may add that I have recently obtained the most 
irrefragable evidence that Shakspeare’s ‘Taming of the Shrew’ was i 
ed in quarto long before it found a place in the folio of 1623. It is eapable of 
most distinct and undeniable proof, that Heminge and Condell printed that 
comedy from a previous edition in quarto. J. Payne Couizen. 


The archeological department of the British Museum is likely to receive 
a valuable addition, by the bequest of the late Sir William Temple, English 
ambassador at Naples. The deceased Baronet, a man of uisite taste and 
knowledge of the fine arts, for a long series of years bestowed much time and 
expense on the formation of a collection illustrative of classical antiquity, for 
which his official residence at Naples afforded him ample opportunity. No 
catalogue has been printed, but we believe we shall not err in asserting that 
the staple of the collection consists of fictile vases, bronzes, mosaics, and gems, 
many of great beauty and elegance ; the total number of specimens may per- 
haps be roughly estimated at from 2500 to 3000. There are, moreover, mar- 
bles, medals, specimens of ancient glass, ornaments of gold and silver, and the 


_ other ordinary constituents of a classical antiquarian’s cabinet, besides trea- 


sures almost new to this country, including ancient paintings in fresco, We 
are sorry to add that the collection is not as yet in England, and that con- 
siderable difficulties seem likely to be thrown in the way of its being bi t 
over. If we are rightly informed, a law of the kingdom of the Two Sicilies 
forbids the exportation of antiques. There can, of course, be but one opinion 
on the subject here. We do not wish to interfere with the King of — 
right of making laws for his own subjects, but it is intolerable that these 
laws should be applied to frustrate the patriotic designs and mock the ex- 
piring wishes ofan Englishman, and that Englishman a servant of the State. 
We cannot doubt that the action of our Government in the matter will be 
vigorous and decisive. As Sir W. Temple’s brother and executor, Lord Pal- 
merston, has a personal as well as a public interest in the affair; and should 
the Neapolitan authorities persist in their menaced opposition, they will 
probably find that even the present lowering aspect of their relations with 
Great Britain is susceptible of a change for the worse.—Literary Gazette. 


It may interest our readers to know that the number of books manufac- 
tured yearly in Germany amounts on an average to about 9,000. Dr. Kapff 
gives an analysis of the Publishers’ Lists for 1854, in which 9,221 books were 
advertised. He observes that such a flood of sound and wholesome litera- 
ture would be an inestimable blessing, but that, with the exception of a few 
profound treatises on particular sciences, anda few really edifyi sw, 
the majority of these books would never have existed, “ ifthe 
not desired always to have new works in their shops,” a desire which authors 
gratify by a regular process of manufacture.— Literary Churchman Eng. 


The Northern Ensign says that Mr. Petrie, county clerk of Orkney, has 
discovered that Washington Irving, the celebrated writer, is an Orkney man 
by descent. Mr, Petrie says: 

“ Along with other gentlemen, I have been engaged for the last six or 
eight months in tracing the pedigree of Washington Irving, and we have 
found from manuscripts (most of them in my possession,) and other sources, 
that his father was born in Shapinshay, and emigrated to New York about 
1760, and died in 1798, leaving a large fortune. The Rev. P. P. Irving was 
here about three weeks, and carried away with him a table of the family 
descent, and tracing them back to 1422, and subscribed by Sheriff Robertson 
and myself. The Orkney Irvings were cadets of the Irvings of Drum, as ap- 
pears from the coat of arms appended to charters, ete.”
